Columbus, Dec. 6.—Names of phy- 


sicians in various parts of the state 
who will be membeis of medical ad- 
vibory boards in tne next diaft, made 
public through the office of Gover- 
nor James M. Cox today, include 
those of specialists in eye, ear, nose 
and throat, X-ray and other special- 
ists. The physicians will act in an 
advisory capacity for dratt boards, 
all uncertain cases involving physic- 
al condition of men called into the 
draft being referred to' them for 
final verdict as'to whether the draf- 
tees are fit for-military seivice. 


Through activity of the advisory 


boards, physical examination of men 
will be expedited and much more sat- 
isfactory handled than in the tirst 
draft when, for lack of time and h"- 
cause only one or two physicians 
were available for service on eaui 
board many men were sent to mili- 
tary camps only to be found physic- 
ally unfit for the army. Wholesale 
discharged at Camp Sherman ac- 
companied by complaint from of- 
ficers there that draft boards were 
careless is expected to be overcome 
in the second draft. 


At selective draft heardquarters 
here today it was said that much ex- 
pense incurred in sending physically 
defective men to camp and then re- 
turn them to their homes, will be 
eliminated while the injustice ot 
calling such, men from civil life will 
be corrected by finding their defects 
in the initial examination. 


In effect, it was said at state draft 


headquarters today, the board will 
be an appeals medical board, to 
which either the government or the 
draftee may appeal where doubt ex- 
ists as to the draftee's physical con- 
dition.

WAR RESOLUTION 


IS BROUGHT INTO 


THE HOUSE TODAY 


(Continued from Page J.) 


taken out their first papers; 349,341 
who remained aliens 
and 
51,456 


whose citizenship was not ascertained 
but the majority of who probably re- 
main subjects of the foreign power. 
Of the 255,844 Hungarians resident 
here, only 3G.G10 had become citi- 
zens in 1910; 25,756 had signified 
their intention to become citizens by 
taking out first papers; 174,518 re- 
mained aliens and 18,900 were of 
'Unidentified allegiance but are pre- 
'sumed to have retained their Hun- 
garian citizenship 


Chairman Flood said he had no in- 


tention of seeking consideration for 
the war resolution in the house to- 
day but would ask unanimous con- 
sent today for its consideration to- 
morrow with a view to passage before 
adjournment tomorrow atternoon. 


Many of those who favored includ- 


ing Turkey and Bulgaria were dis- 
posed today to accept the resolution 
in its present form. 


The only 'question^left undecided 


£oday -\\as the length of the debate. 
'Chairman Flood suggested that each 
side of the house take one hour, but 
Representative 
Gillett, 
acting Re- 


publican leader, objected that was 
too short a time for such an impor- 
tant subject. 
At the suggestion of 


Democratic Leader Kitchin, a deci- 
sion was put over until tomorrow 
morning. 


While the house was going through 


the preliminaries the senate foreign 
relations committee was in confer- 
ence on the 
war 
resolution. 
The 


'house committee's report reviews at 
length the causes leading up to the 
declaration of war. Chairman Flood 
told the house amid great applause 
that the President would ask con- 
gress to declare war against Turkey 
and Bulgaria later if he deemed it 
expedient and that the President and 
his ayisers regarded it unwise at 
this time. 
Representative Miller or 


Minnesota, the only member of the 
•committee who was disposed to in- 
sist on including Turkey and Bul- 
garia told the house he favored war 
on those two countries but was will- 
ing to wait. He voted, however, in 
favor of the resolution as it was re- 
ported today. 


Chairman Flood briefly answering 


Representative Miller, 
stated tljat 


the United States had not yet broken 
relations with 
Bulgaria 
but 
Bul- 
garians were not 
fighting against 


American soldiers and that this gov- 
ernment had no reason to declare 
war o~i her. 
The Turks, he statee, 


had committed no attack

The statement 
that 
Bulgarians 


were not fighting against Americans 
•was challenge by Acting Republican 
Leader Gillette who said he had in- 
formation he considered reliable that

At the conclusion of Mr. Flood's 


statement the house adjourned until 
tomorrow.
